Dr. C. Leroy Meisinger, 
Weather Expert and 
Lieut. James T. Neely of 
Scott Field Found Dead. 


BODIES OF AIRMEN 


wlpasitacoleigl 
Accident Occurred During 
Night Flight and Bodies 
Found About 150 Miles 
From Air Station. 


Dr. C. Leroy Meisinzger, an e@x- 
pert of the Weather Bureau at 
Washington, and First Lieutenant 
James T. Neely, & Scott Field air- 
fnan, were killed last night’ when 
their balloon, in which they were 
making a weather observation 
flight, was burned high in_ air, 
after lightning struck it, near Be- 
ment, Ill., southwest of Champaign. 

They had left Scott Field at 4 
Pp. m. yesterday, on the ninth of a 
series of flights for scientific ob- 
servations that Dr. Meisinger de- 
sired. <A timepiece carried by the 
Lieutenant had stopped at 11:15, 
apparently. fixing the time of the 
accident last night. Bement is 
about 150 miles northeast of Scott 
Field, the army's chief  lighter- 
than-air station. The balloon 8-3, 
of 80,000 cubic: feet capacity, in 
which the men were riding, sailed 
to the northeast on leaving Scoit 
Field. 

Bodies Badly Crushed. 

The bodies were 
crushed, ..as though from’. a 
fall from a great height. _Ex- 
amination of the wreckage 
confirmed the first belief that the 
balloon had been struck by light- 
ning. Dr. Meisinger’s body was 
found im the basket with the in- 
struments and equipment. The bas- 
ket sank two feet in the earth. A 
half mile west was found the body 
of Lieut. Neély. A quarter of a 
mile northeast was the wrecked 
parachuté and a quarter mile fur- 
ther was the silk bag in which a 
large hole had been burned. 

A brilliant flash of yellow light 
illuminated the sky near Bement 
soon after 11 o'clock lastmight and 
was seen by several uring the 
heavy thunderstorm. Charles Hub- 
bell, in a shed at Bement, ie tag 
an aufomobile away, saw a ball ef 
fire that hung motionless In °° 
sky for a minute, then we t out, he 
said today. 

The large airship T-C 3 left 
Scott Field shortly after 11 a. m. 
for Monticello, Tll., to bring back 
the bodies. The ship landed at 
Rantoul, Ill., instead of at Monti- 
cello, because of better field con- 
ditions. The bodies were brought 
to Rantoul by ambulance from 
Monticello. They will be placed 
aboard the T-C 3 for transporta- 
tion to Scott Field. 


Dr. Meisinger has beén special- 
izing in the study of upper-air con- 
ditions for the Weather Bureau 
since the World War. He was a 
qualified balloon pilot. He arrived 
at Scott Field March 30 and ar- 
ranged to make 15 or 20 balloon 
flights at high altitudes, planning 
to travel at such great heights as 
20,000 feet, or nearly four miles 
above the earth’s surface, where 
the air Is considerably rarcified. 


Wanted to Flirt With Storms. 

One of the chief forms of meteo- 
rological data Dr. Meisinge rdesired 
was information about cycionic ais- 
turbances and he planned delib- 
erately to flirt with storms in his 
rudderless craft, far from earth. 
With his pilot, he repeatedly “rode 
out’’ severe storms. 

The first flight started March 31, 
with Lieut. I. A. Lawson as pilot. 
After drifting 675 miles in two 
days, landing was made at Walter- 
horo, S.C. A subsequent trip, with 
Lieut. Neely as pilot, ended near 
St. Thomas, Ontario, April 14, 
after 24 hours aloft. The same pair 
again left Scott Field April 23, 
dtifted more than 1000 miles, buf- 
feted by winds, and landed near

Lieut. Neely was about 30 years 
old, and unmarried. His home was 
in Philadelphia.

INCOME TAX PAYERS 
MAY CUT THEIR JUNE - 
INSTALLMENT IN HALF 


WASHINGTON, June 3. 


i HE provision in the new 
tax law for a 25 per ¢eént 
reduction in income taxes 
payable thig year, may be put 
into efrect by the taxpayer im- 
mediately. Persons paying on 
the installment plan may cut-~ 
their second payment, due June 
15, by one-half and’ the last two 
installments by one-fourth each. 
Those who paid:the full tax on 
March 15, will receive as soon 
as is’ possiale a refund of one- 
fourth from the Treasury with- 
out making application for it. 

+ A statement for the guidance 
of taxpayers issued at the 
Treasury today said: 

“If at the time you filed your 
Federal income tax return you 
paid three-fourths of the 
amount of the tax reports, no 
further payments will be due. 

“If at the time you filed your 
return you’ paid one-half of the 
amount of tax réported, no pay- 
ment will be due until Septem- 
ber 15. 

“Tf at the time you filed your | 
return, you paid only one-fourth 
of the amount of tax reported, 
you must pay on or before June 
15, one-half of the;amount paid 
by you when you filed your re- 
turn. 

“The main point to be borne 
in Mind is that one-half of the 
tax due from you this yéar must 
have been paid on or before

LEOPOLD FOUND RARE 
BIRD AND FILMED IT 
REARING ITS YOUNG 
By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT,.Mich., June 3. 
N epoch in American orni- 
A tnoices was marked. ten 
months ago by Nathan Leo- 
vold Jr., the young graduate 
student at the University of 
Chicago, who today is held, with 
Richard Loeb, for one of the 
strangest murders in . Illinois 
criminal history. 

In a world of every day af- 
fairs young Leopold’s accom- 
plishment passed unhoticed. To 
the professional bird scientist 
it came as one of the mast im- 
portant ornithological works in 
recent years. 

Leopold's feat was the discov- 
ery and filming of a Kirtland 
or Pine warbler, rarest of Amer- 
ican warblers, rearing its young. 
_The Kirtland warbler was known 
to nest only in Northern Michi- 
gan. It was classed among the 
wild creatures now extinct or 
on the verge of extinction. 

Ten months ago Leopold un- 
covered a nest and found two 
fledgling warblers under the 
protective covering of a small 
jack pine’s branches. 

Leopold knew that within a 
few miles of the spot the Con- 
servation Department of Mich- 
igan had established its motion 
picture headquarters. He hur- 
ried there, and before night- 
fall 1000 feet of film were tak- 
en, not only of the bird and its 
nest, the~ fledglings' and its , 
habitat, but also of the parent 
birds, who were enticed to feet 
from the hand of the young 
man. No fear or fright pos- 
sessed the birds, according to 
those who witnessed the film- 
ing. 

A few_months later Leopold 
presented,this film, together 
with a paper on the Kirtland 
warbler, before the American 
Ornithological Union in Boston.

The Greenebaum 
family started one of the § first 
banks in Chicago and the institu- 
tion is still in the family at the 
third generation. The Steele fam- 
ily has for a long time been prom- 
inent in mercantile life and Leo 
Strauss is in business with the 
elder Leopold, who among other 
offices holds that of president of 
the Fiber Can Corporation. A son 
of Leo Strauss is married to the 
daughter of L. Block, president of 
the Inland Steel Co. 

The boy’s maternal! relatives are 
no less well known, his mother’s 
sisters being Mrs. Arthur Schwab, 
Mrs. Julius Rosenberg and Mrs, 
Henry Steele. All are very wealthy 
and stand high in cultured social 
circles. 

So, it readily appears that Na- 
than. Jr. was not from a . newly 
rich household that sprang from 
nowhere.

On 
the very day on which he made his 
confession he was to have taken an 
examination preparatory to enter- 
ing the law school of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

On the campus, it is said, Leo- 
pold was less popular than Loeb, 
Hie was a membef of several clubs, 
however, and widely respected for 
his scholarship. Foreign lan- 
guages and philosophies were no 
obstacles in his course. He took 
them as a matter of course, just to 
fill up his leisure, and he held a 
noticeable contempt for his fellows 
who had to “grind” to make the 
grades. 

Neither Loeb nor Leopold cared 
for athletic sports. They took girl 
friends to dances and shows occa- 
sionally and indulged In the amuse- 
ments that appeal to. most collegi- 
ans, but in their readinge—and both 
were great readers—they exhibit- 
ed peculiarly morbid tastes. 


Attitude Toward Parents. 


From the time of their arrest, 
Loeb has disclosed more evidence 
of filial affection than has Leo- 
pold, although he appears to feel 
little sympathy for his parents now 
in their grief over his acts. People 
with so many millions as the 
Loebs have, it seems :+to him, 
shouldn’t have feelings.

to be resentment, as if tears and 
anguish were barred by his Nie- 
tzchean bible. Mrs. Jacob Franks, 
mother otthe slain boy, is pras- 
trated.

Though both boys now seem to 
be frightened out of their egotism 
by the widespread clamor for their 
speedy conviction and execution, 
they still reveal no hint of remorse, 
and apparently no real realization 
of the enormity of their offense.

Yesterday Leopold said to the 
detectives: “As a matter of fact, 
this killing wasn’t & murder at all. 

It is 
as easy to justify such a death as 
it is to justify an entomologist im- 
paling a beetle on a pin.” That 
represents ‘‘Babe”’ Leopold’s idea 
of the value of life. — 

Loeb said to his guards in a tone 
suggestive of a child making a dis- 
covery: “Say, my people have got 
ldts of dough, four or five million. 
Can’t we see the jurors when they 
are called and fix this thing up?”

MARCONI TALKS BY WIRELESS. 
FROM ENGLAND TO AUSTRALIA 


‘RBeam” Directional System of Ra- 
dio Employed in 10,000 Mile 
Experiment.

LONDON, Junt 3.+~— William 
Marconi spoke from Poldhu, Corn- 
wall, to Australfa by radio tele- 
phone Sunday, according to the 
Daily Mail. Transmission occupied 
one-sixteenth of a second and was 
acknowledged by cable. 


A reoni wireless telegraph 
statién is situated at Poldhu cove, 
which is about seven miles from 
Lizard Point. The distance from 
Cornwall to Australia by airline is 
something over 10,000 miles. 

Marconi last December an- 
nounced the development of a sys- 
tem of directional radio transmis- 
sion. The electric wave carrying 
the message, he _ said, ould be 
turned in any desired irection, 
like the beam of a searchlight, as 
opposed to the present system, by 
which waves are sent out in all 
directions.

Judge Ragliand’s opinion was 
taken as an, explanation’ of the 
change of*his views, since original- 
ly he was-on the other side of. tae 
fence in the Meininger matter, hav- 
ing voted with. another 44to-3 ma- 
jority for continuation of tf rule. 
The rule, which was overthrown 
by yesterday's decision, after stand- 
ing 58 years, was that formal sen- 
tence on one charge prevented 
trial of a defendant ‘on  oather 
charges antedating the sentence. 
Other states have followed the op- 
posite cule. 7 
Judge Ragland wrote that he 
followed the ancient rule solely 
out of diffiderice to its age. When 
he concluded that there was no 
other reason for respecting it, and 
that continued respect of it ham- 
pered justice, he changed his vote. 
Defendant Sought Writ. 
Meininger, whose appeal 
one conviction is pending, sought a 
writ of prohtitition to prevent trial 
funder 46 remaining charges.

UDGE RAGLAND of the 
J Supreme Court, explaining 
why he changed his vote 
in the Meininger case, thus 
overthrowing the 68-year old 
rule that a defendant, formally 
sentenced in one case, cannot 
be tried again on other charges 
antedgting the sentenvus, wrote 
in a separate opinion: 

“I concurred in the original 
majority opinion preventing 
further trial of Meininger in 
this case. I did so solely be- 
cause of the diffidence-I felt 
in ger sega a rule of pro- 
cedure that had been accepted 
and followed for so many years 
in this State. Upon an investi- 
gation of it with respect both 
to its origin and its practical 
operation suggested by a dis- 
senting opinion, I came to the 
conclusion that its age was the 
only attribute it had to come 
mend it, and that on the other 
hand its observance was becom- 
ing a serious obstruction to the 
administration of the criminal 
lawe I thereupot withdrew my 
concurrence in the ruling that 
would continue it in force.’ 


Graves (who dissented). and the 
other distinguished jurist whose 
language he quotes, that ‘the days 
of any court ought to be numbered 
whenever it yields by the tithe of 
a single part of any other coneid- 
eration except those arising on the 
record.

“Courts Not Infallible.” 

“Courts are not irffallible, nor is 
the law, as was formerly consid- 
ered, the emanation of pure re1- 
son.

needs of a constantly changing ad 
developing 6ocial, order. It at all 
times presents the paradox of -re- 
quiring both stability and change 
in order to function properly. To 
give~it effect in this dual aspect 
under the limitations imposed up- 
on them is the difficult role of the 
courts. 
“It is much easier to maintair 
the stability of the law, its uni- 
formity and certainty, which may

Graves’ Dissenting Opinion. 

Chief Justice Graves filed.a dis- 
senting opinion declaring “the rule 
now announced is an emergency 
rule to meet the delinquencies of 
officers concerned with the cases 
before the advent of this case here. 
[I am opposed to emergency vupin 
ions from and by any gourt.”’ 

“Emergencies arising either from 
willful or ignorant neglect of- lower 
officials,”’ he continued, “should not 
furnish the basis for changing the 
existing law. If the existing law 
was unfair to either the State or 
the defendant, we would have a 
different question for discussicn.”’ 

As has been related, Judge 
Graves, in dissenting from the de- 
cision granting the rehearing on 
the writ, declared the case had 
involved in difficul- 
ties through | failure of the prose- 
cuting officer (Circuit Attorney 
Sidener of St. Louis) to follow out 
the law and previous decisions of 
the Supreme Court. 

Previous Decisions Reviewed. 

Judge Graves briefly reviewed 
previous decisions of the court that 
adhered to the old precedent, and 
stated: “Out‘of them all can be 
deduced the rule that one under 
rentence to the penitentiary can- 
not, at a later term:of the court, 
be tried upon a charge of a crime 
committed before the’ senten®e. 
This was the first branch of the 
rule, but’ other cases added thereto 
the additional rule that one, did 
not have to be sentenced at the 
particular time or term, and that 
the State could procure as many 
verdicts of guilty prior to sentence 
as the State desired. 

“The situation in these Meinin- 
ger cases was not occasioned by 
laws favorable to criminals, but 
by the nonobservance of laws and 
rules of conduct favorable to ¢he 
State in the punishment of offend- 
ers. The fault was not in Missouri 
law, but in the nonobservance of 
Missouri laws. Under the old Mis- 
souri rule there was no limit to the 
number of convictions, if the prose- 
cuting officers and Judges observed 
the rule.”’ 

Attorney-General Barrett, com- 
menting on yesterday's decision, 
declared that in several recent in- 
stances the Supreme Court showel 
its ‘‘progressiveness and vision,” 
adding that the Meininger. decision 
“represents a great advance in 
criminal procedure, and’ removes 
another technicality rested upon 
custom, rather than reason.’ “The 
Court,” he added, “has . plainly 
shown that itis guided by a rule 
of reason and not shackled by ar- 
chaic precedents.”

Next, dry them thoroughly. Pre- 
pare a solution of 10 per cent sali- 
eylic acid in alcohol and ru®bd this 
into your feet. Immediately after 
this dry your feet thoroughly 
again and apply a 10 per cent so- 
lution of formalin. 

Change four stockings daily, and 
it is very well to alternate daily in 
thé shoes that you wear. Also, 
when your feet need resting, you 
will fing it is often a help to 
change from one type of heel to 
the other.
